The  ILNA  Board 
is  looking  forward  to  the  new  location  and  again  having  Fox  Valley  Coins 
host  the  coin  auction  come  2017.  I am  looking  forward  to  serving  as  ILNA 
President  for  the  next  two  years  and  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions 
members  would  like  to  ask.

President  Andrew  Reiber  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:02pm.  Also  in 
attendance  were  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Treasurer  Bruce  Perdue,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  Steve  Harrison,  Governors  Bill  Burd,  Steve  Butler,  Brian 
Jaskierski,  Jim  Paicz,  Joyce  Paicz  and  Richard  Prouty.  John  Stankus  and 
Kevin  Timmons  each  had  an  excused  absence. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Andrew  Reiber  asked  if  all  board  members  read  the  minutes  from  the  Tin- 
ley  Park  meeting  which  were  e-mailed  October  14th.  After  discussion, 
Bruce  Perdue  motioned  to  accept  the  minutes  as  read,  seconded  by  Steve 
Harrison,  passed  unanimously.  Reiber  asked  each  board  member  for  their 
input  on  how  to  help  improve  ILNA  for  the  future.  Ideas  were  presented 
and  discussed  and  those  with  higher  importance  will  be  discussed  in  depth 
at  the  next  meeting. 


TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Bruce  Perdue  presented  the  balance  sheet  ending  October  30th  with  total 
assets  consisting  of  $500.00  in  petty  cash,  $78,964.88  checking  balance  and 
two  certificates  of  deposit  in  the  amounts  of  $11,936.46  and  $25,587.36. 
Working  capital  consisted  of  $28,552.36  in  net  income,  $13,190.14  in  re- 
tained earnings  and  a beginning  balance  of  $75,246.20.  There  were  no  out- 
standing liabilities.  Assets  and  working  capital  balanced  at  $116,988.70. 
Perdue  pointed  out  the  excess  amount  of  cash  in  the  ILNA  checking  ac- 
count and  recommended  purchasing  a two  year  $25,000  CD.  After  dis- 
cussion Steve  Harrison  motioned  to  purchase  the  CD,  seconded  by  Jim 
Paicz,  passed  unanimously.  Steve  Harrison  then  motioned  to  accept  the 
Treasurers  Report  as  read,  seconded  by  Bill  Burd,  passed  unanimously. 
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LIBRARY  BOOK  REPORT 


Bill  Burd  reported  2016  was  the  tenth  year  ILNA  has  sent  out  book  dona- 
tions to  480  public  libraries  throughout  Illinois.  To  date  4512  books  have 
been  donated. 


BOURSE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 

Jim  Paicz  reported  2016  show  revenue  of  $53,480.00  and  expenses  of 
$36,700.35  leaving  a net  profit  of  $ 16,799.65.  The  Fox  Valley  Coin  Auction 
was  discussed  and  the  Board  decided  the  best  course  of  action  is  to  carry 
over  the  terms  of  the  2016  auction  to  2017.  Steve  Harrison  motioned  to 
offer  Fox  Valley  Coins  the  same  contract  terms  from  the  2016  auction  for 
2017,  seconded  by  Bruce  Perdue,  passed  unanimously.  Contracts  for  the 
2017  and  2018  shows  which  will  be  held  at  Pheasant  Run  in  St.  Charles 
have  been  signed.  New  lanyards  need  to  be  purchased.  Jim  Paicz  talk- 
ed with  a manufacturer  who  will  charge  63  cents  per  lanyard  with  no  set 
up  fee  provided  500  lanyards  are  ordered.  The  total  order  cost  would  be 
$334.69  with  the  Board  approving  the  lanyard  purchase.  Radio  advertising 
on  WIND  AM  560  for  the  2017  show  was  discussed.  Radio  spots  will  cost 
$975  per  week  with  28  runs  per  week.  If  eight  weeks  total  are  purchased,  a 
one  hour  interview  is  included  which  could  be  uploaded  to  the  ILNA  web- 
site for  playback.  Jim  Paicz  recommended  that  ILNA  purchase  three  weeks 
at  $975  per  week  and  Greater  Chicago  purchase  three  weeks  for  each  of 
their  two  shows.  The  joint  venture  would  then  include  the  one  hour  inter- 
view. Bruce  Perdue  motioned  to  accept  the  recommendation,  seconded  by 
Steve  Harrison,  passed  unanimously  except  for  Jim  Paicz  who  abstained. 
To  date  100  tables  have  been  sold  for  the  2017  show. 

MEMBERSHIP  REPORT 

Joyce  Paicz  said  ILNA  currently  has  430  members  consisting  of  152  regu- 
lar, 137  youth,  112  life  and  29  club. 

WEBMASTER^S  REPORT 

Bruce  Perdue  said  the  ilnaclub.org  website  is  up  and  running  on  the  John 
Nebel  server  at  no  cost.  The  ILNA  domain  name  was  renewed  in  Janu- 
ary 2016  for  five  years  at  $105.  It  was  suggested  offering  dealers  on  the 
show  list  the  opportunity  to  have  their  name  on  the  website  show  dealer 
list  linked  to  their  website  at  a nominal  fee.  The  option  can  be  listed  on  the 
dealer  bourse  application.  The  topic  will  be  discussed  further  at  the  next 
meeting. 
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OLD  BUSINESS 

The  Central  States  Educational  Program  was  discussed.  If  ILNA  is  in- 
terested in  hosting  a seminar  program  they  would  need  to  contact  Ray 
Lockwood.  ILNA  would  pick  the  presentation  day  and  the  topics  to  be 
discussed  and  Mr.  Lockwood  would  organize  the  presentation  program. 
The  cost  to  attend  would  be  $20  for  members  and  $40  for  non-members. 
Bruce  Perdue  and  Bill  Burd  will  serve  on  the  seminar  committee.  The  topic 
of  having  Hobo  Nickel  Carver  Archie  Taylor  attend  the  ILNA  show  in  2017 
was  discussed.  Afterwards,  Bruce  Perdue  motioned  to  have  Mr.  Taylor 
attend  the  2017  show  with  ILNA  covering  his  expenses  up  to  $1000,  sec- 
onded by  Steve  Harrison,  passed  unanimously.

What  are  the  best  dollars  we 

CAN  AFFORD? 


When  a person  reads  the  national  numismatic  magazines  and  newspapers, 
they  can  be  forgiven  for  thinking  that  just  about  every  week  or  month  some 
incredibly  valuable  coin  goes  across  the  auction  block.  It  almost  seems  like 
the  hobby  has  become  one  of  massive  expenditures  and  giant  auctions,  or 
of  nothing  at  all.  To  be  fair  to  those  big  publications  though,  big  sales  make 
news.  Not  many  folks  want  to  hear  about  other  folks  buying  and  selling 
a pile  of  $10  coins.  But  it  does  leave  us  “$10  collectors,”  if  that’s  a proper 
name,  somewhat  out  in  the  cold.  To  bring  us  back  in,  let’s  do  an  examina- 
tion of  a couple  of  amazing  coins,  but  coins  that  don’t  cost  a fortune.  What 
might  be  the  best  Morgan  dollar  and  the  best  Peace  dollar  a person  can  buy 
without  spending  insanely? 

First,  the  Morgan. 

A logical  way  to  go  at  finding  the  best  and  most  affordable  Morgan  dollar 
might  be  to  look  at  the  official  Mint  tallies.  It  definitely  seems  logical,  but 
curiously,  this  doesn’t  quite  work.  For  example,  the  1921,  the  1921-D,  and 
the  1921-S  are  three  of  the  most  common  coins  in  the  series.  Yet  in  a grade 
like  MS-66  - a pretty  good  looking  coin,  no  matter  how  one  measures  it 
- all  three  of  the  192rs  are  expensive.  At  least  they  all  cost  far  more  than 
$300.  And  studying  several  of  the  major  price  lists  indicates  that  $300  is 
about  as  inexpensive  as  a Morgan  dollar  gets  in  the  MS-66  grade.  So,  keep- 
ing that  in  mind,  what  we’ve  done  is  tabulate  the  Morgan  dollars  which  list 
as  $300  coins  in  MS-66,  so  we  can  look  at  their  mintages.

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You  can  see  then  the  table  we  ve  assembled  constitutes  1 1 dates  and  mint 
marks  within  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  those  for  which  the  price  is  as  rea- 
sonable as  we  can  expect.  At  first  glance  we  can  see  that  every  one  of  these 
are  common  dates.  That’s  no  surprise;  we  didn’t  expect  rarities  to  creep 
onto  such  a table.  What  is  a surprise  is  the  range  that  the  totals  cover.  The 
1887  is  just  a hair  less  common  than  the  just-mentioned  192rs,  and  will 
probably  be  a common  coin  for  as  long  as  anyone  can  imagine.  But  the 
1898-0?  Well,  that’s  hardly  rare,  but  with  4.4  million  to  its  total,  it’s  a much 
less  common  coin.  This  is  an  interesting  piece  of  information. 

Next,  the  Peace. 

Now  after  that,  it  might  again  seem  logical  to  look  at  what  we’ve  done  with 
the  Morgan  dollars  and  apply  the  exact  same  method  to  the  Peace  dollars. 
Once  again  though,  this  doesn’t  quite  work  as  expected.  In  the  case  of  the 
Peace  dollars,  this  is  because  the  price  jump  from  an  MS-65  specimen  to 
an  MS-66  is  always  an  enormous  one.  There  are  simply  no  inexpensive 
MS-66  coins  in  this  series.  Yet  there  are  some  that  only  cost  about  $125  as 
MS-65  coins.  And  that’s  a price  we  can  probably  all  afford.  So  once  again 
we’ll  make  a table,  this  time  of  Peace  dollars  that  are  inexpensive  in  the 
MS-65  grade.

The  first  coin  in  our  second  table,  the  1922,  is  the  single  most  common 
Peace  dollar  in  the  series.  But  interestingly,  the  1925  is  not  the  fourth  most 
common.  There  are  some  ‘S’  marked  coins  that  are  more  so.  Yet  these  four 
years,  and  all  of  them  coins  from  Philadelphia,  are  the  most  affordable  in 
this  series. 

In  looking  at  it,  it  appears  that  the  coins  produced  at  Philadelphia  in  those 
four  years  of  the  early  1920’s  may  have  had  some  minor  difference  in  strike 
that  ultimately  resulted  in  more  of  them  at  higher  mint  state  grades.  Per- 
haps it  was  a mechanical  setting,  or  a minor  difference  in  the  way  a set 
of  dies  were  mounted.  And  whatever  little  difference  there  might  have 
been,  with  how  collars  or  dies  were  set,  might  also  be  the  reason  so  few  of 
these  gorgeous  dollars  have  been  pegged  at  MS-66.  The  high  points  of  the 
obverse  and  reverse  - meaning  Liberty’s  hair  and  the  eagle’s  breast  feath- 
ers - are  directly  opposite  each  other.  That  in  turn  means  that  during  the 
strike,  metal  has  to  flow  farthest  at  that  point.  And  that  may  very  well  have 
resulted  in  only  a few  striking  up  to  the  truly  high  grades  within  mint  state. 
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lust  two? 


One  of  the  fun  challenges  of  picking  a single  Morgan  and  a single  Peace 
dollar  that  can  serve  as  our  “poor  man’s  duo”  of  high  end  silver  dollars  is 
actually  picking  just  two!  After  all,  we  have  eleven  Morgan  dollars  from 
which  to  choose.  We  have  four  Peace  dollars.  Whichever  we  decide,  it 
appears  we’ll  spend  about  $425  for  both  of  them  together.  So  which  ones 
do  we  pick?  This  author  would  argue  there  is  no  one  answer  to  that.  Or 
rather,  the  broader  answer  might  be  to  look  around,  be  patient,  and  find 
one  of  each  of  these  that  looks  like  a true  gem.  We  focused  on  a technical 
grade  for  each  simply  because  grade  is  always  attached  to  price.  But  eye 
appeal,  well,  that’s  something  that  can  be  as  individual  as  the  coin.  Good 
luck  finding  the  best  of  the  best!

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A Message  from  our  Youth 
Ambassador:  Diego  Michel 


I’ve  seen  many  kids  near  my  age  or  under  want  to  start  a coin  collection. 
They  want  to  impress  their  friends  and  family  with  an  astonishing  collec- 
tion. To  get  a child  hooked  on  coin  collectng,  then  you  must  find  the  cor- 
rect coins  that  will  keep  them  interested.  Most  children  want  high  priced 
coins  to  show  to  their  friends.  Any  coin  can  easily  get  them  started  and 
worked  toward  this. 

My  cousin  and  I both  like  coins.  If  you  really  want  to  get  a child  started 
with  coins,  here’s  what  I’d  recommend.  If  starting  a US  coin  collection, 
you  should  get  a Morgan  Silver  Dollar.  They  vary  greatly  in  value  but  a 
nice  coin  can  be  purchased  at  a decent  price  for  a new  collector.  Another 
idea  would  be  to  start  collecting  all  the  state  and  national  park  quarters  to 
complete  a full  collection  being  the  goal.  If  they  are  more  ambitious  a kid 
could  attempt  to  collect  all  the  Mercury  dimes  that  were  ever  minted.  This 
is  a much  more  expensive  collection. 

Me  and  my  family  enjoy  collecting  coins  from  all  around  the  world.  We 
try  to  collect  coins  from  every  country.  Coins  from  Europe  are  must  haves. 
You  can  get  old  Francs  from  France  or  Euros  from  their  currently  circulat- 
ing coinage.  I also  enjoy  Pesetas,  the  old  coins  from  Spain.  To  collect  from 
the  world  you  must  also  have  coins  from  Asia,  North,  South  or  Central 
America.  This  can  include  coins  from  Japan,  Hong  Kong,  Russia,  China, 
Mexico,  Panama,  Somali,  Samoa,  Qatar,  Brazil,  Canada,  and  much  more. 
A great  idea  would  be  to  give  them  a coin  from  a country  they  want  to  visit 
that  they  haven’t  been  to.  This  will  get  them  excited  about  that  particu- 
lar country.  These  coins  can  open  their  eyes  to  other  denominations  other 
than  our  standard  quarter,  nickel,  dime  and  penny. 

If  you  do  plan  to  get  a child,  or  someone  you  know  a started  in  coin  col- 
lecting, make  sure  not  to  get  the  following:  A tax  receipt,  a food  stamp,  a 
token  from  an  arcade,  a wooden  nickel,  or  any  coin  not  worth  any  value, 
anywhere.  Don’t  get  them  a token  collection,  as  there  are  infinite  chains 
of  arcades.  Don’t  get  a wooden  nickel,  as  anyone  can  print  those  for  $5  for 
100.  If  it  has  a value  and  country,  then  you  should  give  it  for  Christmas, 
birthday,  or  any  time. 
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Lastly,  if  they  already  have  a coin  collection,  or  you  already  have  one  in 
mind,  make  sure  to  get  many  individual  coin  holders,  and  small  boxes 
or  cabinets  to  store  them.  Even  a binder  with  many  small  slots  would  do. 
If  you  also  plan  to  get  coins  from  someone  else  as  a gift,  make  sure  you 
have  put  thought  into  it  and  make  it  personalized.  If  they  love  collecting, 
then  get  a whole  bag  of  coins  from  Europe  or  other  countries.  If  they’ve 
been  collecting  american  coins  for  a long  time,  try  giving  them  a Mercury 
Dime  collection  or  a US  collection  they  don’t  have.  Give  them  a guide  on 
a spreadsheet  as  well,  on  a cheap  flash  drive  or  disc,  so  they  can  keep  or- 
ganized. 

A coin  collection  is  a great  gift,  and  I would  recommend  giving  it  to  any- 
one. Give  it  to  a relative  or  perhaps  a small  child  to  get  them  to  grow  their 
collection  as  high  as  their  spirits. 


The  American  Silver  Eagle  was  originally  released  on  November  24,  1986 
and  is  the  official  one  ounce  silver  coin  of  the  United  States.  Its  mintage 
was  approved  by  The  Liberty  Coin  act  passed  July  9,  1985.  Despite  the  fact 
that  it  contains  a full  troy  ounce  of  silver  its  face  value  is  only  $1.  This  fact 
puts  the  Silver  Eagle  in  a category  of  being  collectible  rather  than  being  a 
spendable  dollar  that  would  be  circulated.  It  is  produced  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco, Philadelphia  and  West  Point  Mints  and  can  be  found  in  bullion,  un- 
circulated or  proof  versions. 


The  obverse  design  of  “walking  liberty”  comes  from  Adolph  Weinman  and 
was  originally  used  on  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar.  The  reverse,  de- 
picting a heraldic  eagle  behind  a shield  grasphing  an  olive  branch,  was 
designed  by  John  Mercanti.  This  echos  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States. 
Above  the  eagle  are  thirteen,  five-pointed  stars  depicting  the  thirteen  col- 
onies. 

2016  marks  the  30th  anniversary  of  the  minting  of  the  American  Silver 
Eagle  coin.  Despite  having  minted  and  distributed  a 15th,  20th  and  25th 
anniversary  Silver  Eagle  multi-coin  commemorative  sets  the  mint  has  cho- 
sen to  not  release  a set  celebrating  this  30th  anniversary.  This  leaves  some 
collectors  feeling  annoyed  and  disappointed.  They  did  however  provide 
edge  lettering  on  the  proof  version  depicting  the  30th  anniversary.
